DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 25 
January 2008 and 1 1 February 2008 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2, 4-6, 8-10, and 25-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments filed 16 May 2007, 25 January 2008 and 1 1 February 2008 are 
persuasive, as is the affidavit filed 1 1 February 2008. The best prior art of Robinson 
fails to specifically teach the apparatus, system, and method that scores risk specifically 
with both the transaction risk score and the biometric risk score, and their relationship 
(i.e. where the transaction score is indicative of an acceptable level of risk, even when 
the biometric risk score is 

indicative of a low level of confidence, when one or more of the plurality of non- 
biometric factors is sufficiently positive). In addition, the arguments pertaining to the 
terminal disclaimer are persuasive. Hence the best prior art of record fails to teach the 
invention as set forth in claims 1, 2, 4-6, 8-10, and 25-31 and the examiner can find no 
teaching of the specific apparatus that scores risk, nor reasons within the cited prior art 
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or on her own to combine tlie elements of tliese references otiier than the applicant's 
own reasoning to fully encompass the current pending claims. In addition, see 
applicant's reasoning in amendment/response filed 16 May 2007.
